A Canadian goldier writes of his joy 
in receiving an extra large consign- 
ment of socks from home, for he was 
able to share them with the brenci 
soldiers, who ofter had nothing but 
their boots.

Shorter Trench Duty 

“The military authorities have re- 
duced the period of trench duty from 
six to four days, believing as they do 
that ninety-six hours at one time is a 
long enough period for any man to be 
on duty there, under present condi- 
tions,” writes Capt. the Rev. J. H. Mc- 
Donald from France.

Can be Overcome by the Application 
of Proper Methods 


Mottled butter, though it may be 
of very good flavos, is strongly dis- 
criminaied against by the purchaser. 
As this is a defect of workmanship, 
it Can be overcome by the application 
of proper methods on the part of 
the buttermarker, 

Mottles are caused primarily by an 
uneven distribution of galt in the 
butter, This may be p roduced by in- 
sufficient working of the butter or 
by churning, washing, and working 
it at a very low temperature, or by 
washing or working it at a temper. 


ature several degress higher or 
lower than the churning tempera- 
ture, 


When the quantity of butter made 
in one cliuraing is much less than 
usual, it ig aecessrry to work it a 
greater number of revolutions of tue 
churn than usual in order to produce 
the same resu ts on the butter, 

Extremely low temperatures of 
churning, washing and working 
should be avoided, because they pro- 
duce so firm a butter that it is only 
With great difficulty that the salt 
can pe worked uniformly into it. 
High temperatures of churning, 
washing and working must also be 
avoided to prevent an abnormal loss 
of fat in the buitermilk and also the 
making of greasy, leaking butter. 

Great variations in temperature 
during the manufacturing process 
should always be avoided. Under 
normal conditions the temperature 
of the wash water should be the 
same as. or within two degrees of, 
that of the buttermiik. 

When the churn room is s0 cold 
that the butter becomes chilled be- 
fore working is completed, mottled 
butter is frequently the result. To 
prevent this it is preferable to in- 
crease tle amount of working rather 
than to raise the temperature of the 
wash water. 

Mottled butter, then, may be pre- 
vented by using methods that will 
insure a uniform distribution of salt. 


A British Canal 


A British Battleship Canal Advocated 
For Strategic Purposes 


In a lecture given by him on “the 
Strategic geography of the British 
Empire,” Mr. Vaughan Cornish ad- 
vocated “a Kiel Canal’ for Britain, 
before the members of the Royal 
Colonial Institute.

There were many 
other positions in the world besides 
Ireland, which, if ever the British 
navy were defeated, would suddenly 
be seen to posses: a strategic im- 
povtance which the course of his- 
torical events has concealed from 
the casual observer. 


Should Conserve All 
Fertilizer Elements 


Valuable Advice on Means for Sustain- 
ing the Productivity of 
the Soil 


A recent United States Agricultural 
Bulletin says: 

“In the unusual conditions existing 
in the fertilizer trade, it is important 
that all fertilizing materials on the 
farm, especially those containing pot- 
ash, should be conserved, The fertil- 
izer ingredients already existing in 
the soil should be utilized and devel- 
oped to the fullest extent. A great 
deal can be accomplished in this direc- 
tion by deep ploughing, constant cul- 
tivation, and thorough tillage. There 
should be a proper system of rotation. 
Especially where one crop has been 
grown for several years, a different 
one should be planted this year. Green 
manures and cover crops should be 
used as mruch as possible in their 
proper rotation, 

“Of the organic substances, manure, 
both solid and liquid, is the most im- 
portant and should be utilized wher- 
ever possible. All material of an or- 
ganic nature, such as leaves and bed- 
ding of various sorts, should be com- 
posted and the compost applied to the 
soil. Special attention should be 
given also to the conservation of wood 
ashes. Depending on the character of 
the wood, they contain potash in 
quantities varying ordinarily from 3 
to 10 per cent. All tree trimmings, 
brush cuttings, ete., should be burned 
and the ashes therefrom utilized. 

“The application of lime to many 
soils is of undoubted benefit. Though 
the availability of the fertilizing ele- 
ments in the soil may not be greatly 
increased by its use, the resulting 
improvement in physical and bacterial 
conditions may increase considerably 
the productiveness of the soil.” 


Age of Hens. 

With the vast improvement in the 
feeding of poultry which has taken 
lace during the last few years,” says 
he Farmer and Stock Breeder, 
“there is a decided tendency on the 
art of purely egg farmers to keep the 
Pens a third season. The saving in 
the rearing is held to compensate for 
the lessened egg “ex: Ma Hens that 
have been fed on the nitrogenous 
side from chickenhood, and never al- 
lowed to get fat internally, are 
younger in the third season, and will 
produce more ogee than hens of the 
second season that have been on all 
stgrohy grair. 

At the same time 1t is seldom wise, 
save in the ease of breeding stock, to 
keep hens more than two seasons. 


of a Horse 


The Desirable Animal is Worth a Gen- 
erous Expenditure of Money 


The point of view has much to do 
with one’s estimate of a horse's 
value. The value is rather definite; 
the estimates vary as do all matters 
of individual judgment. A draft 
stallion must have much merit to be 
worth several thousand dollars, but 
many horses bought even at five- 
figure prices have proved the wisdom 
of the transaction by making good 
profits for the purchaser. 

At this season there is hard study 
of values on breeding stock. The 
common procedure is to set a low 
price and then gee what it will buy. 
It will not buy much. To get a 
really desirable stallion or mare one 
must get his mark at the highest 
measure of merit that he can rea- 
sonably expect to find, and then buy 
when he finds it, If the price is out 
of reach, some readjustment of 
money to merit may be necessary. 
There is little use in “shopping” to 
find the greatest bargain in sight, if 
one really wants a horse. The de- 
sirable anima] is worth a generous 
expenditure of money. Perhaps the 
most evident proof of this is the 
fact that successful breeders pay 
well for the animals added to their 
holdings, and they take only those 
of constructive merit, 


The same principle applies both to 
purebreds and grades. The man who 
knows the value of a horse gathers 
about him much better animals than 
are secured by one who takes the 
price mainly into consideration 
There may not be much difference 
in prices paid, either. Sometimes 
there is not much relation between 
the price of a horse and his real 
worth, and so the man who can recog- 
nize a horse’s evident and latent char- 
acteristics has a big advantage in buy- 
ing. He gets what he wants if it can 
be found. He saves himself from dis- 
appointment in selling. Horse values 
are worth persistent study.—Breed- 
ers’ Gazette. 


Britain’s Supremacy 


Britain°is Supreme In Air and on the 
. Sea 


Discussing the new German Fokker, 
Alan R. Hawley, president of the Aero 
Club of New York, said: 

“This new German monoplane will 
undoubtedly bring out the speedy 
French and british biplanes, which 
1 understand, have not been used, be- 
cause of the difficulty of having wide 
enough landing grounds for them at 
the theatre of war.” 

Henry Woodhouse, a governor of 
the Aero Club, said he had heard 
about the “Fokker” class planes of 
the Germans, and was surprised that 
they had not appeared in the news 
despatches before. 

“Both the British and French have 
machines that can make the same 
speed or more than 160 miles an hour, 
but they have not used them exten- 
siveiy because the Germans were not 
using them, and they are difficult to 
handle and trained pilots are scarce. 
This new development of the Germans 
does not mean that they will be su- 
preme in the air, except in Russian 
territory, where they have thousands 
of aviators to the hundreds of Kus- 
sians. It takes several thousand aero- 
planes and trained aviators to give 
supremacy, 

“As a matter of fact, the British 
navy has been supreme in the air as 
well as on the water during the whole 
war. Thig is largely due to the large 
number of ‘America’ and ‘super-Amer- 
ica’ flying boats, made in this coun- 
try, which are equipped with two 160- 
horsepower motors. More than 100 
of these great machines and about 
600 of the smaller types have been 
delivered to Great Britain during the 
last year. One American firm has 
orders for 1,100 more, including some 
huge flying boats, which are veritable 
battle cruisers. Several other firms 
are constructing large land and water 
aeroplanes with two and more en- 
gines.” 


For Prisoners in Turkey 

The Canadian government has re 
ceived notice from London that the 
secretary of state for foreign affairs 
has been informed by the United 
States ambassador, that the Turkish 
government desire that in future re- 
mittances of money not exceeding 
five pounds from private persons for 
British prisoners of war in Turkey 
should be despatched to the inter- 
national Red Cross committee at Gen- 


éva for transmission to the Ottoman 
Red Crescent society at Constantin- 
ople by whom payment to the recip- 
jents will be effected and a receipt re- 
turned to the International Red Cross 
committee at Geneva for transmis- 
sion, Such letterg and parcels are 
post free. Money should be remitted 
by International money order, which 
can be obtained at any post office, and 
which should be made payable to the 
Internationa] Red Cross committee at 
Geneva, and sent on with full name, 
number and regiment of the prisoner 
of war to whom the money is to be 
paid. Information has also been re- 
ceived from the United States ambas- 
sador that prisoners of war in Turkey

It is quite noticeable that straw and fab- 
ric are strong allies; Frequently the two 
materials are of the same color, but very 
often they are made conspicuous by a 
strong contrast. Light-green crepe de chine

trimming. The same combination of colors 
is used for the ornament. Dark-green 
leaves surround light-green pressed fruit, 
The use of pressed fruit on hats is very 
popular. One finds that fruit has been 
pressed in all stages of its development, 
from the unripe to the very ripe products, 
thus giving splendid opportunity for using a 
variety of colors, 

A close-fitting turban which will be 
found comfortable on the windy days to 
come is of white straw. The brim is faced 
with white crepe de chine. A touch of color 
is given it by the canary which is placsd 
fn an uncommon position at the back of the 
hat. The bands of yellow straw encircling 
the crown and brim do much to accentuate 
the whiteness of the hat.

Fertilizer Elements 


Valuable Advice on Means for Sustain- 
ing the Productivity of 
the Soil 


Bulletin says: 

“In the unusual conditions existing 
in the fertilizer trade, it is Important 
that all fertilizing materials on the 
farm, especially those containing pot- 
ash, should be conserved. The fertil- 
izer ingredients already existing in 
the soil shonld be utilized and‘ devel- 
oped to the fullest extent. A great 
deal canbe accomplished in this direc- 
tion by déep ploughing, constant cul- 
tivation, and thorough tillage, There 
should be a proper system of rotation. 
Especially where one grop has been 
grown for several years, a different 
one should be planted this year. Green 


manures and cover crops should be 
used as much as possible in their 
proper rotation. 


“Ot the organic substances, manure, 
both solid and liquid, is the most im- 
portant and should be utilized wher- 
ever possible. All material of an or- 
ganic nature, such as leaves and bed- 
ding of various sorts, should be com- 
posted and the compost applied to the 
soil. Special attention should be 
given also to the conservation of wood 
ashes. Depending on the character of 
the wood, they contain potash in 
quantities varying ordinarily from 3% 
to 10 per cent. All tree trimmings, 
brush cuttings, ete., should be burned 
and the ashes therefrom utilized. 
“The application of lime to many 
soils is of undoubted benefit. Though 
the availability of the fertilizing ele- 
ments in the soil may not be greatly 
increased by its use, the resulting 
improvement in physical and bacterial 
conditions may increase considerably 
the productiveness of the soil.”
